Under the amended Bill, as re:

necessary in the public interest, it 
is to require a limitation of opera-

COMPANY TAXES 


Another variation proposed ‘by 
the House sub-Committee was the 
provision that holding compunies, 
all of which must register with 
the. Security Exchange Com- 
miission, should have to pay after 
December 12, 1937, a corporation 
income tax of 15 per cent, on any 
dividends received from sub- 
sidjaries or other holding , com- 
panies or their subsidiaries.

Ino view of 
the fact that Germany had- on 
many occasions expressed an in- 
tention of securing a measure of 
adlefence security equal to that of 
other Powers, it is gratifying: to 
feel that she has now consented 
fo a fixed ratio of thirty-five per 
cent. with the British Navy. 
This, it unnecessary — to 
emphasise, is muterially below 
her pre-war ratio, but it is also 
much higher than the limits set 
by the Versailles Treaty. More- 
over, Under that ‘Treaty Germany 
was prohibited from owning 
submarines, whereas under the 
agreement now reached she 
claims parity with Britain, al- 
though undertakings not to ex- 
ceed -forty-five per cent. of 
British under-sea tonmuyre, unless 
exceptional circumstances arise, 
in which event there will be 
friendly discussions between the 
two Powers before the right to 
parity is exercised. There is 
point in the criticism by France 
that the Versailles stipulations 
have been modified without her 
consent, even though all the war- 
time Allies recognise the justice 
of Germany's claim to be freed’ 
from some of these restrictions, 
A point emphasised in connection 
with the agreement is that the 
German ratio in comparison with 
Britain will not. be affected by 
the building programmes of 
other nations. None the less, 
there are already indications 
that France; being dissatistied: 
with the agreement, may expand, 
her Navy, in which event Britain 
might be expected to inercase 
her strength, with the  con- 
sequence that the German Navy 
would automiitically expand in 
order to maintain the agreed: 
percentage basis. From this 
standpoint, the agreement, so far 
from contributing ‘to disarma- 
ment, might conceivably have 
the effect of causing further 
naval expansion. In spite ‘of 
these possibilities, however, it is 
satisfactory to realise that the 
danger of Anglo-German -navyal 
rivalry has been eliminated by 
the understanding: now reached. 
Also, the speed with which the 
terms .were settled is a point 
which reflects on the sincerity of 
both. .nations - to tench an 
amicable accord.

In controlled areas, an accurate 
speedometer reading is essential 
The instrument may be perfectly 
edrrect. in its recording, but the 
reading cannot always be relied 
upon. :

An- 
other common cause of — faulty 
readings is that a different make 
of tyre has been bought to that 
originally fitted.

If larger tyres are fitted this 
should be remembered when taking 
the rending.

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THE ANGLO-GERMAN 
AGREEMENT 


The naval agreement reached 
between Britain and Germany 
represents a definite concession 
to the German demand for 
modification of the terms of the 
Versaillés Treaty. In view of 
the fact that Germany had on 
many occasions expressed an.in- 
tention of securing a mensure of 


Adefence security equal to that of 


other Powers, it is gratifying to 
feel that she has now consented 
to a fixed ratio of thirty-five per 
cent. with the British Navy. 
This, it is unnecessary — to 
emphasise, is materially «below 
her pre-war ratio, but it is also 
much higher-than the limits set 
by the Versailles Treaty, Mere- 
over, under that Treaty Germany 
was prohibited from owning 
submarines, whereas under the 
agreement now’ reached she 
claims parity with Britain, al- 
though undertaking not to ex. 
per cent. of 
British under-sea tonnage, unless 
exceptional circumstances arise, 
in which event there will ‘be 
friendly discussions between the 
two. Powers before the right to 
parity is exercised. There is 
point in the criticism -by France 
that the Versailles stipulations 
have been modified without her 
consent, even though all the war- 
time Allies recognise the justice 
of Germany's claim to be freed 
from some of these restrictions, 
A point emphasised in connection 
with the agreement is that the 
German ratio in comparison with 
Britain will not be affected by 
the building programmes of 
other nations. None the less, 
there are already indications 
that France, being dissatisfied 
with the agreement, may expand, 
her Navy, in which event Britain 
might be expected to increase 
her strength, with the con- 
sequence that the German Navy 


| would automatically expand in 


order to muintain the agreed: 
percentage basis, From this 
standpoint, the agreement, so far 
from contributing to disarma- 
ment, might ‘conceivably have 
the effect of causing further 
; In spite of 
these possibilities, however, it is 
satisfactory to realise that the 
danger of Anglo-German naval 
rivalry has been eliminated by 
the understanding now reached. 
Also, the speed with which the 
terms Were settled is a point 
which reflects on. the sincerity of 
both “nations ~to' reach an

SPEEDOMETER READINGS 


In controlled areas, an accurate 
speedometer reading is essential. 
The instrument may be perfectly 
correct in its recording, but the 
reading. cannot always be relied 
upon. 


If the tyres are fully inflated a 
different reading is obtained than 
when they are under-inflated. An- 
other common cause .of faulty 
reulings is that a different make 
of tyre hag been bought. to that 
originally fitted.

If larger. tyres are fitted: this 
should: be remembered when taking 
the reading.

The 
Divorce Laws are still shockingly 
inadequate, but they nre at least 
now based on equal grounds for 
men and women; the qualities of 
eandid comradeships, apirited 
courage and self-reliunce fostered 
to-day in women’s education have 
always existed, but only during 
the’ past few years have they beer 
recognised as more desirable than 
ignorance, elegant 
squeamish sensibility.
